Gold, it is said, has ‘been found in ‘many 
places in “ great abundance,” und as much 
az Slbs of yold is being obtained. from 
about 35 ewts of earth. The gold obtained 
from the washings is bought by the Russians 
and Chinese, who are said to be giving 
good prices for it, and there is” now, 
according to the accounts, such activity on 
the part of the gold seekera that any 
attempt to drive them away from, their 
workings would result in serious disorders, 
The gold seekers we presume ure chiefly 
Chinese, and itis interesting to recall the fact 
that it was the gold discoveries in California 
in the early forties that Jed to the steady 
immigration of Chinese into the United 
States to such an extent as to render restric- 
tive legislation necessary. In the first six 
amonths of 1852 as many as ten thousand 
crossed the Pucific to claim part in. the 
golden harvest, and as tho Russian journal, 
laments the impossibility of taking any 
measures .against the advanturers, “as 
Manchuria. is not yet completely. under 
Russian jurisdiction,” we infer that the 
report of gold discoveries ia Manchuria is 
attracting the Chinese to the gold fields in 
even greater crowds, But that there is a 
fair sprinkling of Russians among them 
may be inferred from the- statement that 
“Jarge quantities of provisions are being 
sent from various places, to the gold fields, 
and spirits from Kharbin."
